The Examiner is in general agreement with applicant's assertions in the 16 June 
2005 response, regarding the amended independent claims 1, 7, 8— that the inclusion 
of "rights information including a set of rights, each right associated with" all of "a 
specific content, an equipment identifier and a control flag which indicates a set of 
permitted operations" and "an icon chosen among a set of icons... from different forms 
of icons among the set of icons representative of said permitted operations and the 
equipment identifier" sufficiently distinguishes the claims over the prior art now made of 
record. Specifically overcome is the previous 35 USC 103 rejection based upon 
Schreiber et al. (US #6,298,446 B1 ) in view of Ahmad (US #5,925,127), where 
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Schreiber et al.'s "icon" does not acquire this extent of indication, when supported by a 
"flag" as per Ahmad.
